Make a white lye from ashes, not very 
strong, and into this put the corn to be 
hulled. Use the large white flint corn, and 
let it remain in the lye till the hull will slip 
easily, then rinse it thoroughly in cold 
water, rubbing it with the hands or stirring 
with a stick till all the hulls are washed off. 

Use wood ashes, of course, but if you have 
none of these, use a teaspoonful of saleratus 
to a quart of corn in water enough to cover 
it. Ineither case, heat the water hot after 
the corn is put in to loosen the hull. Wash 
the lye carefully from the corn, or it will 
taste unpleasantly.—[Eb. 


SCOURING AMONG CALVES.

I have a calf which 1s about nine weeks 
old. It was taken from the cow and fed on 
milk ani meal until a few days since, when 
it commenced to scour. Can you inform 
me through the columns of the Ploughman 
what will cure or help it? and oblige

In most cases scouring is caused by 
some irritant in the bowels, consequently 
the first indication is to remove the cause 
by unloading the bowels with a cathartic, 
(Epsom Salts or Linseed Oil) to which, to 
prevent griping, laudanum may be added, to 
be followed with mucilaginous drinks, (lin- 
seed, gum Arabic, slippery elm, or with flour 
or starch gruel). 





In some cases it is neces- 
sary to give injections of starch gruel with or 
without laudanum, as the case requires. 

In prolonged and obstinate cases astrin- 
| gents (catechu, oak bark, tannic acid) with 
|tonics, (gentian, cinchona) and carmina- 
| tures, (ginger, caroway, etcf may have to 

be employed.—[ Eb.

MASSACHUSETTS STATE BOARD OF 
AGRICULTURE. 


| From Boston Post, Dec. 4.) 


This body, the creation of the Legislature, be- 
gan its annual meeting at Hingh um Tuesday, to 
be continued for three days, a report of which 
will be feund in its appropriate place this morn- 
ing. A good number ofthe oldest professors of 
agricultnre in the Commonwealth w.re present 
| and participated, and their diseussions and ad- 
d esses will occupy the chief partof the succes- 
sive sessions. The State Board has now bad an 
existence of a quarter of a century. The steady 
stimulus and inspiration it bas during that long 
term imparted to the agricultural vocation in 
| Massachusetts it is not possible to compute; tor 
although this does not put forth any semblance 
ofa p etence to being an agricultural State, there 
has nevertheless been witnessed here such a 
marked advance and development in the agricul- 
tural spirit, and such a profitable devotion to 
agricultural specialties, that it may with perfect 
truth be said that Massachusetts not only com- 
pels the respect of the professe ly agricultural 
Stutes by her successful example, but commands 
their constant attention with ber agricultural 
authority. Nowhere are both the theories and 
methods more familiarly understood than bere. 
|The unbroken series of Annual Reports pub- 
lished by the Board” through its accomplished 
and unwearied Secretary, Charles L. Flint, £5q., 
forms a library of itselt, and a really invaluabie 
one They have jong been received as indisputa- 
ble authority in other States, which have built 
upon them and the system producing them simi- 
lar Boards for themselves, whose active value is 
readily acknowledged by those who maiptain 
them so earnestly.

|HOW SKIPPERS GET INTO CHEESE. 


Skippers are hatched from the eggs of the 
cheese fly. The cheese fly is a very small 
insect, one of the smallest of the fly family. 
The fly is most troublesome in hot weather 
and in September. It lays its eggs usually 
where the bandage laps over on top of the 
cheese, and under any little scale, often di- 
rectly on the top of the cheese and on the 
sides; often, too, on the boards which hold 
the cheese. 


skippers commence to work into the cheese, 
and when cheeses are what is termed loose 
or porous, they work into the cheese rapidly, 
and if not arrested will work into the center 
and through the cheese, spoiling it. ‘hey 
require air, and this fact is taken advantage 
of by the dairyman, in covering the surface 
of the cheese with a greased paper, plaster- 
ing it down securely on the cheese, or on 
the hole where they are working. This 
brings them to the surface, when they may 
be removed. 

One of the objects of rubbing cheese 
smartly every day, is to rub off or destroy 
the eggs of the fly. The tables, in warm 
weather, should also be washed off with hot 
whey, or with soap and water and lye, in 
order to remove grease, so that the fly will 
not lay eggs on the boards. = 

Never ) ae of the fly depositing eggs on 
cheese curd, and by that means getting into 
the center of cheese. Do not think they 
could live and hatch in the center of cheese 
for want of air.—H. A. Willard.

It will be of interest 
to our readers: “Gimmers, in Scotland, 
signify females between the age of one and 
two years. In the southern and midland 
counties of England these animals are 
spoken of as thieves.

"NOTES ON EUROPEAN TRAVEL. — 


NUMBER III.

FROM QUEENSTOWN TO CORK. 

The journey may be made by rail or 
steamer ; either way it is a passage of about 
an hour, covering a distance of eleven miles. 
‘Lhe informed pleasure seeking tourist goes 
by river. On board the little black steamer 
Erin, having paid a shilling (twenty-four 
cents) for the passage, valises at our side,— 
and that is all of our baggage, or as we 
ought now being in foreign lands to term it, 
“ luggage,”—we take our last admiring look 
at this queen of harbors, and with inexpres- 
sible reluctance bid adieu to its beautiful 
scenery, submitting to our fate in anticipa- 
tion of another brief visit, as the steamer 
that takes us to America will touch in here 
for a day to receive the mails. We steam 
to the left end of the basin, and rounding to 
the right, pass into the lovely river Lex, 
beautiful, and extremely picturesque, aver- 
aging here perhaps a quarter of a mile in 
width. Weather cool, but pleasant to us 
for the season. Vegetation in certain 
respects two or three weeks in advance of 
that about Boston. ‘This applies to grass, 
lilacs and shrubs of the kind, spring flowers, 
etc., but garden vegetables from plented 
seeds are not at all in advance ; in fact, up 
to this time, April 22d, little planting has 
been don-. The atmosphere of the southern 
parts of Ireland and of England being very 
damp, and the entire winter mild, certain 
kinds of vegetation advances, but cultivated 
work has no advantage over New England ; 
at least in the latter place, first fruits of the 
gardener’s labor are gathered about as early 
asin the former. But to return from our 
digression, we proceed on our short voyage 
to Cork, one of the famed places of Erin, 
and are now fully on our 

PASSAGE UP THE RIVER LEE. 

The scenery on the right bank,—that on 
the Queenstown side, is somewhat hilly and 
of pleasing aspect, though not especially 
striking or unusual, but that of the opposite 
shore is elegant and picturesque in the 
extreme. About a mile from the mouth of 
the river is the beautiful rural village of 
MoNKSTOWN, a semi-watering place, having 
good tourists’ hotels anda castle (Monks- 
town Castle) in ruins, built A. D., 1636. It 
is related that Anastatia Goold, a woman of 
masculine element, during the absence of 
her husband in Spain, conceived the idea of 
building this as a family mansion, and to 
pay for it, hit upon the scheme of supplying 
hé workmen with their family stores ; she 
purchased them at wholesale and retailed 
them at a profit, which paid the entire cost 
of the castle, with the exception of a single 
The 
river above this widens into a small lake, 
and is called Loch Manon. 
one-half miles further up and we arrive at 
the smart little rural village of GLENBROOK, 
and one and one-half miles further, we come 
to another pretty town, called PassaGe, and 
soon appears to view BLACKROCK, a small 


groat (eight cents of our money.)

promontory, on which is a structure suggest- 
ing an ancient castle, out ona tongue of 
land extending in'o the clear water of the 
river. The mansion, however, is old only 
in style and outline, for it is of modern con- 
struction. Blackrock is supposed to be the 
place from which William Penn, the founder 
of Pennsylvania, set sail, A. D., 1682, land- 
ing after a passage of six weeks, and so as 
stated, we were for the hour sumptuously 
entertained ; small head- 
lands and fine, near and distant scenery, and 
a luxurious vegetation lent a fascination and 
gave a charm, which was but the beginning 


castles, coves, 


of a series of similar entertainments, not to 
end till after the first of September. Arrived 
at the castle, and not far in the distance is 
seen through the opening of hills, making 
the rivers’ banks the sbipping of 

THE CITY OF CORK, 

which is practically the capital of [reland 
South, and proceeding on, we find a large 
commercial metropolis, built closely on both 
sides of the river Lee, the latter being 
parted at the city, and thus the left side of 
it stands mainly on an island, connected 
with the other side or the main land by nine 
costly stone or iron bridges. It has in all a 
population of 97,887, and is the third city of 
Ireland in importance and commerce, being 
excelled only by Dublin and Belfast. On 
one side of the river as we pass into the 
city, at our left hand, are ship yards, repair 
dry docks, and a vast amount of work of 
the kind is done, and it may be added that 
there is presented to view in the harbor a 
forest of masts, and here may be seen ship- 
ping of all nations. Near these yards, and 


If there is a small crack or crevice, the| just above them, up along further in the 


city, and bordering on the river, are fine 
Boulevards, narrow parks or promenades 
well graded, called the Mardyke, and set out 
with shade trees. The opposite side of the 
river at entrance of the harbor proper, is oc- 
cupied by elegant lawns, with shrubbery and 
shade trees in front of fine mansions and 
villas; and again up along the river above 
these begins the business part of the city. 
A good quay extends along for half a mile 
on both sides of the river. These have walls 
of well cut dark limestone, and crowned by 
a neat and substantial railing as a protection 
balustrade. The larger part of the place, so 
far as its business portion is concerned, is 
built on level ground, and here the streets 
are wide, well paved aid clean, and with the 
buildings, all of which are of brick or stone, 
a majority of the latter being light colored, 
present a pleasing and finished appearance ; 
and so as a whole all things seen are any- 
thing but what is imagined by a stranger 
when he hears one speak of “ Irish Cork.” 
Here and there, as at Queenstown, may be 
seen some of the old Irish male stock, with 
corderoys and long stockings, velvet coats, 
peculiar felt hats, heavy shoes, strangers to 
Day and Martin’s specialty, but these are 
exceptions, and about as much so as they 
are in the Irish sections of New York or 
Boston. Generally speaking, the dress of 
people, male and female, of all Irish cities 
is not peculiar, and aside from these ex- 
ceptional instances they do not vary from 
those of London or Boston. 

As regards a good civilization as every- 
where in the business parts of the city mani- 
fested by large and well filled often elegant 
stores of all kinds, and fine warehouses, and an 
average well dressed and industrious people 





its proper quota of men loafing about its 
bridges, wharves etc., waiting, Micawber 
like, “for something to turn up.” So has 
Atlantic Avenue, Boston. In these respects 
Boston is Corkish, or Cork is like Boston ; 
and then about the steamer wharves, and at 
the railway station,—I don’t now talk of 
“ depots,” for to be true to foreign dialect, I 
must say “station.” At these, and along 
the thoroughfare from it, are boys Yankee 
like, ready to turn an honest penny or to 
earn one, and very demonstrative they are, 
and the cabmen as well. American ones are 
often outdone by them. One of these boys, 
at the moment of our landing from the 
steamer, seized our valises and would carry 
them. He insisted and I resisted, and at 
length the American element in me,—* the 
spirit of 76”—was aroused, and in the 
ascendent, and as persuasion to convince 
him that he ought to let go his hold, down 
came my hand on the arm of him, with a 
force, and accompanied by a tone of voice 
and ejaculation that meant business, and as 
I, not he, understood it. “Keep off! Let 
go!!” was the order and advice, and he did 
both. 

Here as at Queenstown were on hand and 
rendering that large and patient service, the 
donkeys. The public buildings are not very 
important, but substantial and good of their 
kind. Conspicuous among the new edifices 
is the erecting Episcopal cathedral, of 
stone, very imposing, with three towers, and 
in the Romanesque style of architecture. The 
Roman Catholic cathedral Sts. Peter and 
Paul also of dark lime stone, having cut or 
hammered dressing, is a gothic structure of 
considerable size, with a good tower at 
centre of front end, crowned with four tur- 
rets, and having a neat but small lawn fenced 
with an iron fence about the cathedral’s 
front. It was erected after designs by the 
celebrated F. W. Pugin, and cost $150,000. 
The interior although not old, was dirty and 
presented a dinged appearance. We were 
told by the verger (sexton) that times 
being very hard, business dull, and the 
people poor, accounted for the condition 
named. We differed in opinion in other re- 
spects than theologically, but made no men- 
tion of the fact, and passed out. Of course 
we must see, and soon at that, the church of 
St. Ann’s Shandon, and so made for that. 
[ ought before, to have said that soon after 
crossing the river the land rises quite fast, 
so that as one stands down in the business 
part, and in the thoroughfare along the line 
of the river and louks across, the entire sec- 
tion of the city from the river backwards, the 
distant parts are seen as very far up, tower- 
ing much over the business portion, and high 
up along from the centre to the right, ap- 
pear some shade trees and good gardens 
with other evidences of a higher civilization, 
but from these along to the left is presented 
a view quite the opposite of the front or har- 
bor view of Queenstown, there the low popu- 
lation is to the right and at the water, while 
here it begins half-way up the hill at the 
centre, and extends a half mile or more to 
the left, and as we leave the centre named, 
the buildings on the hillside, and the group 
or lot widening till they reach from the river 
to top of the hill, are so disposed and 
arranged that with houses of several stories 
and of remarkably quaint design, the high 
roofs appear in ranges one above the other, 
and so the entire great hill-side presents a 
strange, antique, thorough European ap- 
pearance. They are of stone, built in the 
most substantial manner and are in effect 
anything but what can be found in America.

ANN’S SHANDON. 


But we resume our thought journey to St. 
Ann’s Shandon; and as observed from the 
river streets, it stands not far from the Cath- 
olic cathedral before named, nor far from 
the centre of the hill-side, as regards extent 
right and left, or elevation. 
built in 1722. The tower was built of hewn 
stone taken from the Franciscan Abbey 
where James 2d heard mass, and from the 
ruins of Lord Barry’s eastle. It is of dark 
lime stone on the three principal sides, and 
like the body of the church, with red sand- 
stone on the rear side above the church roof. 
The edifice is made celebrated by what are 
termed and somewhat well known as “ The 
Sweet Bells of Shandon,” made conspicuous 
by the poem of “ Father Prout.” 

Sweet Bells of Shandon, 
That sound so grand on 
The pleasant waters of the River Lee.”

This church is Protestant Episcopal, and 
is of a cheap style of debased Roman archi- 
tecture. It has a square tower rising a 
proper distance above the roof and this is 
crowned by a series of three square sections 
of somewhat ill proportions as regards their 
low height, and the top one 1s finished with 
a small dome surmounted by an immense 
fish as a vane, the whole tower’ and stee- 
ple being 120 feet high. We did not hear 
the bells chime save as they played a few 
notes or short tune at the quarter hours. 
The one on which the hours are struck is 
probably the largest tenor bell, and weighs 
perhaps 2000 pounds. What we did hear of 
them did not arouse in us exttaordinary en- 
thusiasm. We simply thought them to be 
good average bells, and made more than 
that simply in song and story by old Father 
Prout’s poem. One thing about the tower 
struck us forcibly, and that was the mon- 
strous dials, full 12 feet in diameter painted 
directly on the stone work of the tower, 
with a sort of rim probably of stone at the 
figure circle. 
STREET SCENES. 

And next a few words in relation to the 
population here, and the condition of this 
part of the city. It will be remembered we 
are now in the center of the hill side as seen 
from the business parts of the place, and at 
an elevation of full 100 feet, conspicuous, 
and in what ought to be the aristocratic 
quarter of the metropolis. But alas for 
“what might have been.” The street in 
front, and the passage along the side of this 
building wes ill cared for and filthly in the 
extreme. A burial ground is part of the 
premises on both sides of the edifice, and is 
neglected and as disgraceful as one can well 
imagine. On the right hand side is a 
thoroughfare alongside of the church through 
the burial ground to some public institution, 
perhaps a parish school or hospital in rear 
of the church, and fronting on this passage 
or road way.

Yorkshires are divided into three classes, 
large, medium and small—all originated in 
England. The large or mammoth York- 
shires will eventually attain a weight of 1000 
to 1200 pounds, but are invariably hard to 
fatten—in fact, it is impossible to fatten 
them young—they are long snouted, have 
long legs, thin on the back and small hams. 
We have never seen one of this variety we 
would own. The medium originated by a 
cross between the large and small. The 
small breed English Yorkshires are so called 
only to distinguish them from the unprofit- 
able giants, and are a hog of fair size. They 
are better established, and breed more uni- 
formly than any other known breed of 
swine; and a great number of the leading 
breeds of to-day are indebted to the Yor«- 
shire for some of their good qualities. Being 





the “ most thoroughbred hog known,” they 
are the best to cross upon co nmon stock, as 
they will impress their good qualities very 
decidedly upon their offspring. A_ litter of 
young pigs of first-class, pure blood York- 
shires are all remarkably perfect, and it is 
difficult to select a poor misformed runt. 
They carry Jess offal than any other hogs. 
They make the most pork on the least 
amount of food. They often keep fat on 
grass alone. They fatten most readily at 
any age, and their meat is very fine in tex- 
ture and quality, with more fat than Berk- 
shire. They are also a size that is very de- 
sirable for family or packer’s use. ‘These 
points of excellence, so unusually developed, 
are secured by the remarkable perfection of 
form and the nature of this breed. They 
have short deeply dished snouts; broad, 


| lengthy and extra deep bodies ; very straight, 
square backs; the finest hams imaginable, 
and very small fine legs, set well apart; are 
full in the joint with good breadth of chest, 
and have a remarkable capacity for taking 
on flesh. Their skin is fine; bones small. 
‘They possess an extra abundance of muscle 
or lean meat, and hence appear fat when in 
reality they may be nearly starved. They 
are very kind and docile, and can be fondled 
by a stranger, and thus they waste no food 
in the building up of worthless parts, nor in 
wild, useless exercise. Hogs must be looked 
upon as machines for the conversion of 
grain into pork and the breed which will 
give the most and best pork from « given 
amount of food should carry off the palm. 
Such is the well-bred English Yorkshire of 
to-day. 











ments, badly defaced grave stones, half di- 
lapidated tombs, and a general lack of care 
over the premises, and now, walking from 
the front to the narrow and filthly streets 
that compose the neighborhood, and to a 
large extent in ali directions, was presented 
just such odors, sights, and conditions as we 
had before erroneously associated with all of 
**Cork.” We here saw a low Ireland at its 
best, or worst as we may choose to term is 
Here abounded dirt, degradation, poverty 
and a general squalor up to, and perhaps 
beyond our early imagination. The houses 
are of stone, plastered on the outside and 
white-washed, most of them one or two 
stories high with roofs covered with very 
small and exceedingly thick slates. We 
soon had enough of this kind of “ Erin go 
bragh.” If we did not know all possible to 
be known, imagination would in spite of us 
aggravatingly supply ail that was lacking. 
As we passed out of this “ Paradise Lost,” 
or at least the one not regained, we could but 
feel that to make less display of service 
within their church, depend less for a 
good fame on the “ Sweet bells of Shan- 
don,” and render a differing and more 
reasonable service outside, and about 
them, would be more rational, Christian 
and right. We are told that the an- 
cient Pharisees “made the outside clean 
while the inside was full of dead men’s 
bones, and all manner of uncleanness.” 
These modern ones have reversed the thing, 
and without a visible improvement. 

Before closing I must name a thing of in- 
terest, and that is a 

VISIT TO THE BAZZAR. 
It is a one-story building of immense size, and 
much in appearance like a rail-way freight 
house, built of stone, and centrally situated. 
It was filled with every conceivable kind of 
second-hand goods, market-like in stalls, 
and so arranged and confusing, as to make 
a remarkable labyrinth of avenues and divis- 
ions filled to repietion with such things as 
old iron work of hardware nature ; boots and 
shoes; some as poor and valueless as we 
here throw away; some better, and newly 
blacked ; male and female clothing ; crock- 
ery, etc., and so we might continue. ‘lhe 
whole is managed by women. The place and 
its comodities are as indescribable as the 
nationality of the man in the moon. Here 
as at Queenstown we saw much drunkenness, 
and everywhere often met singly or in squads, 
“Red coats,” the English soldiers, but more 
concerning these will be said in another 
place. The space already devoted to a de- 
scription of this city is perhaps more than is 
its proportion, but less could hardly be said 
of this femed place, and reference to it is 
ended by an interesting quotation or two 
from 
HISTORY. 

It is said that “ Cromwell, during his short 
‘sojourn in Cork, caused the church bells to 
be cast into cannon. On being remonstrated 
with against committing the profanity, he re 
plied that as a priest had been the inventor 
of gun-powder, he thought the best use of 
the bells would be to cast them into canons. 

It was here that William Penn, founder of 
our Pennsylvania, became a convert to Qua- 
kerism. He visited the place to look after 
his father’s property, and changed his relig- 
ion under the preaching of Thomas Lee, and 
on Sept. 3, 1667 was apprehended with others 
and taken before the Mayor’s Court, charged 
with “ attending unlawful assemblies.” Re- 
fusing to give bonds for good behavior he 
was imprisoned, but he wrote to the Lord 
President of the council of Munster, who 
ordered his discharge. From this time to 
his decease he was identified with the Qua- 
kers, and supported their doctrines, dying at 
Ruscombe, England, July 30th, 1718, at the 
age of seventy-four years. 

Cork has an interesting ancient history. It 
was long the seat of a Pagan temple, on the 
site of which St. Fionn Bar, the anchorite, 
founded a monastry in the beginning of the 
seventh century. The Danes in the ninth 
century, now a full thousand years ago, over- 
run the kingdom, and were probably the real 
founders of the city, and surrounded it with 
walls, though the St. Fionn Bar monastery 
had continued through the centuries ; and it 
is recorded that on the Mtrusion by the 
Danes, the seminary had full seven hundred 
echolara “ who had flocked there from all 
parts.” 

The inhabitants under the Danes and 
their successors frequently devastated the 

entire vicinity, and were in turn punished 
by the neighboring chiefs. In 1493, but one 
year after the discovery of America, Perkin 
Warbeck, the impostor king and pretender 
to the throne of England in the reign of 








Henry 7th, was received here in great pomp 
and display ; in consequence of participation 
in this actthe mayor was hanged and be- 
headed, and the city lost its charter, which 
was not restored till 1609. An ancient histo- 
rian, Ralph Holinghead, whose works were 


published in 1577, three hundred years ago 


last year, thus describes the now city of | 


Cork. “On the land side they are encum- 
bered with evil neizghbors—the Irish out- 
laws, that they are fein to watch their gates 
hourlie, to keep them shut at service time, 
and at meales, from sun to sun, nor suffer 
anie stranger to enter the citie with his 
weapon, but the same to leave at a lodge 


appointed. They walk out at seasons for 


recreation with power of men furnished. 
They taust not the country adjoining, but 
match in wedlock among themselves onlie, 
so that the whole citie is well nigh linked 
one to the other in affinite.” 

In the war of the Protectorate, Cork 
mainteined its condition as a loyal city till 
1649, when it was surprised and taken by 
Cromwell, whose after acts and cruelties are 
well known, and here we leave for a visit 
ot the famed BLaRNeEY CasTLe.

PREPOTENCY OF BLOOD. 


In an article on prepotency of thorough- 
bred cattle, a writer in the American Jersey 
Cattle Club Bulletin holds that the Jersey 
bull possesses this power to so great a‘degree 
that good breeders often find it difficalt to 
distinguish seven-eighth grades from the 
pure breed, but adds: “ Let a Jersey bull be 
bred to a Devon cow, and continue to cross 
her progeny with Jersey bulls, and in the 
fourth generation one needs to be told what 
the animal is. Some modification in form 
may be observed, but the color of the Devon 
has not yielded a shade in a single hair.” 

Thoroughbreds, made up originally as they 
are from crosses, although strongly pre- 
potent, are not te the same degree as pure 
bred cattle. The Devons may almost be 
called a distinct race. Their characteristics 
are distinct, and their color as uniform as 
that of wild animals, and so far as prepotency 
is concerned, they probably are unexcelled 
among live stock for marking their progeny 
uniformly and persistently. 

In relation to the influence of previous 
sires on stock, an earnest discussion of the 
subject has been carried on in England. The 
Herefords are claimed as a pure breed and 
there is much about them to warrant the 
assertion. ‘The oft-quoted influence «f a 
quagga upon the subsequent offspring of a 
thoroughbred mare is given, as well as the 
results from the casual coupling of different 
breeds of pigs, rabbits, pigeons, etc. A 
more recent example of a Shorthorn cow, 
served by a Hereford bull, in which all the 
subsequent progeny from Shorthorn bulls 
were observed to carry strong traces of the 
previous Hereford contact, is a strong point 
as showing that pure breeds are more pre- 
potent than even that of long established 
thoroughbred breeds.

FOR RORSE COLIC. 


Colic is one of the most fatal diseases 
horse flesh is heir to. The symptoms of 
colic are readily detected. The animal 
scrapes with his forefeet, kicks at the belly, 
and shifts about, turns around, smells the 
floor, crouches, puts the nose to the flanks, 
lies down, rolls, remains for a time on the 
back, and breathes heavily throughout. 

But there is a ready and safe means of 
relief and cure in every homestead in the 
land—a means and method recently brought 
forward at a meeting of the London Farmers’ 
Club, by Mr. Frederic Street, a gentleman 
of great skill and experience in the training 
and management of horses. When a horse 
shows the symptoms of an attack of colic, 
apply at once, says Mr. Street, a horse cloth, 
or woollen rug wrung out of boiling water, 
to the belly and up the sides, and cover with 
another couple of cloths to retain the heat. 
As they cooi, renew the cloths as often as 
needful. A large bran poultice, as hot as 
can be borne, is equally effective and retains 
the heat longer.— Western Agriculturist. 








PROFITS OF HEAVILY MANURING 
CLAY SOIL. 


A writerin the New York Tribune says 
the plots which his father manured so heavily 
thirty years ago yielded far heavier wheat 
this year than the other portions of the field. 
From the yield of one load tallied and 
threshed by itself, he estimates the produce 
as over twenty bushels per ace. “Our 
clay,” he says, “ does not soon forget a 
heavy manuring.” This fact is not unknown 
to many observing cultivators of the soil. 
The profits derived from a — application 
of manure are not to be calcu merely 
from the additional produce of one crop. 
The improvement of the soil from the good 
cultivation, and more still, from the heavy 
manuring in one season, mekes itself known 
in the increased profits reaped by the farmer 
in succeeding years. This is an invariable 
rule in animal and inanimate nature.

So long as the exercise of this 
power and the epjoymen’ of this right are com- 
mon and cqual practiceliy as well as jormaily, 
submission to the results ot the suffrage will be 
accorded loyally and cheerfully, anu ali depart- 
ments of tue Government will feel the trye rigor 
of the popular will thus expressed. No tempo 
rary or administrative interests of the Gover - 
ment, however urgent or weighty, will ever dis- 
place the zeal of our people in defence of the 
primary rights of citizenship. They understand 
that the protection of liberty requires the main- 
tenance, in full vigor, of the manly methoJs of 
{ree , free press and free suffraxe, anu will 
sustain the full authority of Government to en- 
foree the laws whict: are iramed to preserve these 
inestimable rights. The material progres» and 
welfare ot the Siates depena on the protection 
affo ded to their citizens. There can be no 
peace without s.ch protection, no prosperity 
without peace,and the whole country is deeply 
inter ‘sted in the growth and prosperity of a!l its 
pa: ts.
